JFALSE MESSXAMS. 



Three Betiiarkable Spechneiw, 
An interesting history might be writ- 
ten of False Messiahs, and especially of 
Babatai Sevi, who about the niddlo of 
the seventeenth century appeared at 
Smyrna and proclaimed himself to tlio 
Jews OS their Messiah. Evtlyn says 
thais "the report of Sabatai and his 
doetrine flew through those parts of 
Turkey irMch the Jews inhatited; they 
were bo deeply possessed of their new 
kingdom and their promotion to honor, 
that none of them attended to business 
of any kind, except to prepare for h 
journey to Jerusalem." Unfortunately 
Babatai was ho zealous that he was 
locked up iu tho Castle of Abydos, 
whore, we are told, " ho composed a 
new mode of worship," H3 was carried 
to Adrianople and his divinity i)ut to a 
singular test. The Grand Seignior or- 
dered him to be stripped' naked and set 
up as a target for tho arcliors to shoot 
at. If his skin proved lurow-proof his 
pretensions woro to bo ndmitted. Upon 
this Sabatai acknowloil^oil himself to bo 
a huuiijug, and to savu his lil'n turned 
Tiirls, decl aring tlmt k' luul long l)eon 
desirous of making so glorious a profes- 
sion. The Jews, whovere -ttll ready to 
start for Jerusalem, were much cha- 
grined at this proceeding — tho historian 
says that they "waie ovdreome with 
confusion and dojectbo of spirit," 

Richard Brothers was one of the Inst 
of tho False Messi.ilis, and he mado a 
good deal of noise &ud not a few con- 
verts m England towi.rd tho close of the 
last century. Ho undertook to restore 
tho blind to siglit ; ho saw visions; ho 
emitted prophecies ; ho published a now 
gospol, entitled, "A Kevealtd Knowl- 
edge of the Propbeoiea and Times.'- 
Among his disciples was Knrpe, the 
celebrated engraver, togeitor vith a Mr. 
Halked, M, P,, who is said tobve been a 
man of considerable learning. Hioy locked 
Brothers up iu the macDiousi, whore ho 
became enamored of Miss Cut, -who had 
been in the same place, b whom ho 
wrote a lovo letter of 200 p>ges, styling 
her in it, " tho recorded daughter of 
King David, and future ^ueon of the 
HobtewB." Afterwiuaiiffij^ ho became 
still more enamored, he'^Ued her " tho 
recorded ^^gUter^pf Divid and Solo- 
mon," from' which wd auy infer that he 
was crazy indeed. Bidiard died in Bed- 
lam. 

One last example Jf religious proton- 
sion will bring us njarer home. Robert 
Matthews, better known as Matthias, 
came to Now York to work as a house 
carpenter, and w« morriod in 1813. 
About 1829 he begm. ta preach in tho 
streets of Albany, Ho permitted his 
beard to grow ; hoivore grot^qoiioloth- 
ing; he was repatedly' ;ijrSjl^ for 
making a disturboiioe ; he>:pirofessed to 
be a Jew; he dedaimed .SgkiniBt. Free- 
masonry ; Bometines he mounted an old 
and holf-Btarved hirse. When Matthews 
come to New Yorlshe found several re- 
spectable men nm women already half 
craze<l by religiois delusions ready to 
receive him. Heloclared to them that 
"he waa tho Spiit of Truth; that tho 
8|Mt of Tnith^ )((d 'd|iai^]^ai;ed^^ from 
the e^hiat the; team. ''o(:^|f^tttthia3 
mentioned in thoNew Testahient ; that 
the Spirit of Ohast had entered into 
Matthias, und tlut he was tho same 
Matthios, tlio Apoitle of the Now Testa- 
ment, risen from flio dead." Of course 
he obtoinei conrerts. Some of them 
were rich, md tkoy spent their money 
freely in mikiugtho knave comfortable 
and in drcHing tim expensively. Somo 
of his dupes conveyed their property to 
him and then went into insolvency. 
Ultimately he was fonnd out and dis- 
carded, the subsequent career 
of the profhel I know notliiog, except 
that ho lied in Arkansas.

Tlic Oregon Improvement Co.'s new 
steamship WaU<^ g^VaUai cqmmt^id^d by 
Captain DeWolfo,. who will bo remember- 
ed as chief officer of the steamship Col- 
umbia, arrived oQ" the Columbia river bar 
on the 24tli at daylight, 71 days out from 
New York, and anchored in front of As- 
toria at 2 p. m. She brings a full cargo 
of railroad material for the Northern Pa- 
cific and 0. R. & N. Co. 's lines. The 
Walla Walla left New York at 11 a. m. 
on the 17th of September, arriving at 
Rio Janeiro on the ulli of October, whence 
she proceeded on the Ttli through the 
atraita to Valparaiso, her next port of 
entrance, arriving there on the lilst and 
leaving again on the 4th of tho present 
montli for Portland. The ptissage from 
Valparatao to Astoria is the fastest on re- 
cord, or about an average run of ;500 miles a 
day. This beautiful steamer is of 3000 
tons register, and built by Jolui Uoach & 
Sons under tho supervision of Chief En- 
gineer Henderson on tho same lines as 
tho Umatilla. She will he placed mi the 
lino between Seattle and San Francisco, 
and completes the fleet of theOrei;on Im- 
provement Company, which now includes 
four tinely-eipiippod and well-ollicorcd 
iron steamers: tiie Willamette, conmiaud- 
ed by Capt.Muyor;thoMi8sissippi,by Capt. 
Holmes; tho Umatilla, by Capt. Worth 
and the Walla Walla. 

Tho Pilot, which left here for Burrard 
Iidet for the barque Agnes Wilson, has j 
been unable to move from the Iidet on

A telegram states thai tho German 
steamer Quinta was caught in a typhoon 
in tho China aoaa and wrecked.

No objec- 
tion being made, Cuiteau read from a 
manu.script substantially as follows: 

I propose to have all facts bearing 
on this case go to tlie Court and jury, 
and to do this 1 have been forced to 
interrupt coun.sel and witnesses who 
wore mistaken as to suppo.sed facts. I 
meant no discourtesy to ihoin or any 
one. Any fact in my career bearing 
on the question who Cred that shot, 
tlieT)eily or myself, is of vital impor- 
tance in the case, and I ])ropose it go 
to the jury. Hence my jiersonal, jioli 
tical and theological record m.ay be de- 
veloped. 1 am glad your honor and 
the opjiosing counsel are disjioseil to 
give a historical review of my life, and 
T ask the press and the public to do 
likewise. All I want is absolute jus- 
tice, and I shall not permit any crook- 
ed work. T have no idea my counsel 
wants crooked work. They are often 
mistaken in Hup|)osed facts, and I shall 
have to correct them. Last spring, 
certain newspapers in New York and 
Washington were, bitterly denouncing 
the president for breaking up the Re- 
publican party by improper appoint- 
ments. I would like these newspapers 
to reprint those editorials now, and see 
how they would look and sound. In 
attempting to remove the president I 
only did what the papers said ought to 
be done. Since July 2d they have 
been defying the president and de- 
nouncing me for doing the very thing 
they .said ought to bo done. I want 
the ncwspajiers and editors who ac- 
tually killed the president to share 
with me the 0(li,\im of his death. I 
never would have shot him of my own 
volition, notwithstanding those papers, 
if I had not been commissioned by the 
Deity to do the deed, but this fact does 
not relieve the papers from the suppos- 
ed disgrace of the jircsident's removal. 
If he had been jireperly treated he 
would have been alive to-day. It has 
been published that T am in fear of 
death, Tt is false. I' have • always 
been a religious man, and an active 
worker for God. Some people think 
I am a murderer, but the Lord does 
not, for He inspired the act, as iu the 
case of Abraham and a score of other 
cases in the Bible. The assault made 
upon mo on Saturday b.st has been 
condemned by the press. The eyes of 
the civilized world arc watching this 
ca.se, and it behooves tliis court and 
the metropolitan police to protect me 
at all hazards. I hereby warn cranks 
of high or low degree to keep away 
from me under penalty of instant 
death. lie would have been shot dead 
on Saturday but for tho running of the 
hor.ses in the van as tho officer was 
shooting. The horses shook the van, 
so lie lost his aim, and though the van 
pursued him he temporarily escaped. I 
waste my ai'giunents on the cranks. All 
thoy caii sce,in,this^f!£^„i3j the police- 
ma ii's- revolver again?" 'TEf they value 
their lives they must keep away from 
me. I desire this Court and jury to 
dispose of this case on facts and law, 
and leave all respon&ibiUty about it to 
the verdict. 

Jlarslial Henry yesterday received 
the following : "Western Reserve. 
Dear Sir : The'last attempt on our 
friend Guiteau failed. Our comrade 
iiiis.scd his c.alculaLion a little. My eflbrt 
comes next, and ifc can't fail.

The fact is, infectious diseases come 
of germs just as truly as tho prodncttt of 
our fields como of tho seed sown. These 
germs are almost' dntUittelyMauIall, but 
their mature plantsSStMBySftl^trictly 
vegetable — liave the power to multiply 
at an almost intiuite rate. F.ach disease 
has it own germ. Suiall-pox caunot 
come from tvphoid gorms ; nor measles 
from scarlatina ; nor yellow fever from 
cholera — and so uiiivorsal'y. They must 
come each from its own seed, us much 
so as wheat, coru, tho apple, olm or 
oak. They cannot come without seed, 
for science knows of no spontaneous 
generation. But the seeds of higher 
order require good Koil, and other I'avor- 
alilo conditions. It is eipiaUy so with 
tlie seeds uf disease. Their choicest soil 
is tilth, and there i.s no favoring condi- 
tion equal to n depressed state of oue's 
physical Hystem — ^whother dox>rossed bv 
ijad food, impure air, sensual indul- 
gence, long-continued anxiety, fear, 
watching, or undue fasting. 



Pnckiug a Trunk. 
Most people dislike to pack a trunk, 
and to do it well is .something of an art. 
It ahouhl niiver be (l(jno ui n hurry. Yon 
slionld first get everytlnng together 
which is to b" packed, and tiien go quiet- 
ly and systeiuiitically to work. Very 
largo trunks aie an abomination over 
wliicli expreasmou groan and aweur, not 
altogether without reason. Still, small 
ones are incouveuiout, except for short 
journeys, and multiply expense, us the 
expressage is for each piece, b> i : Sara- 
toga trunk or a small valise, wi''i j-.it re- 
gard to size. But, whatever O - ,-,ize of 
the trunk, it should bo tilled, or i.t least 
packed full enough to prov*;nt tho con- 
tents from tossing aboui, . .If you are 
compelled to take a trunk whfch is too 
largo for what you need to pack iu it, 
tiU it with orampled paper, rather than 
leave it half empty. Owiug to tho rough 
linage which bagjjago always receives, 
unless the trunk' is' olo'sely packed the 
contents will be literally ohiirnod up uud 
down, and tho clothes which you have 
carefully folded will be tumbled to a de- 
gree, even if ^othiug , worse comes to 
them. Foi. a l^ngf jouraey it is well to 
cord'trunksr- Rop^ 18-ootter than strap, 
because it goes both '.ways. Nothing 
heavy, like boots, ete,, should ever bd 
put iu tho to[) of a trunk, since tho moru 
heavily it' is .weigh t<5!d .the more likely 
tbo hinges are to break. Drosses should 
bo euretuUy folded, with tho Uouucea 
laid smootli and drawing-strings lot out, 
tho waist folded bnt ouco, the wrong 
side out, witb :'the':4reeyi!B kuV over tho 
back and tbe.fifouts over' all. "Then, if 
absolutely uecerfsary, the basque mar 
be ^o^ed ftgain do.wn;!th9,,;jgiddl^ seam 
of the back, but never across.
